1. Applicant's arguments filed on 8/21/2008 regarding claims 1-10 have been fully 
considered. Claims 1-10 are currently pending. 

EXAMINER 'S STA TEMENT OF REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The present application relates to providing a method of distributing timing information 
across a packet network, comprising the functions of: 

"generating timing signal packets containing timing signals at predictable intervals; and 

at each said component, receiving said timing signal packets and determining the 
intervals between successive packets, applying a clock recovery algorithm to said determined 
intervals to recover in substantially real time the original clock frequency." 

The closet prior art, Woods et al. (US Publication 2002/0169993), discloses a 
communications system for synchronizing timing for a plurality of system modules by 
distributing a timing packet containing the time of master clock. However, Woods fails to 
anticipate or render obvious the above quoted limitations of the present application. This renders 
the claims allowable.
